T was early in the prefent century 
when Crab ifland, one of the Vir- 
ins, fituate near the coaft of Porta 
hica in the Carribean fea, became 
ke general topic of converfation 
hbroughout the old fettlements in 
e Welt Indies ; its fertility was 
xtolled almoit to improbability, Its 
lime was reported to be healthy, and 
sfituation for trade the moft ad- 
antageous inthofe feas. From thefe 
d other flattering reprefentations 
any {peculations arofe ; and adven- 
fers,not only from the Englith 
inds, but. from the foreign alto, 
tived with their families and flaves 
ir the purpofe of fettling this fo 
uch celebrated fpot.

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arsofage, his daughter Leonada,

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a beautiful girl of fourteen, between 
eighty and ninety flaves, and many 
valuables. 


The lards where divided among 
the new fettlers in that amicabic 
manner as beipoke confidence in cach 
other, and the portion allotted to 
Leontine was defirably fituated near 
the fea, 

This infant fettlement went on as 
well as could be wifhed till about the 
clofe of the fecond year, when the 
Spaniards of Porto Rica, unfortuna- 
tely for them, acquired the intelli- 
gence of the flourifhing {tate this new 
colony was in; and well knowing 
from the induitry and fpirit of the 
Englifh (who were its principal inha- 
bitants), that unleis cruflied in us 
infancy it bids fair, even at an early 
period, to be a troublefome neigh- 
bour. 

They determined on its ruin ; and 
accordingly affembled eight hundred 
whites, blacks, and miulattos, in 
canoes, and left their fhore in the 
evening, underthe hope of landing 
on Crab ifland before day-break ; but 
a ftiong current jetting againft them 

revented their making the land in 


time to effeét their purpofe undif-, 


covered. 
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‘The canoes were feen by the inha- 
bitants, who knowing from their 
nuipbers as wellas from their direc- 
tion that their iaten ions were hotlile, 
inftancly beat to arms, and muttered 
about two hund ed whites with as 

vty coloured people ia whom ihey 
Could confide. . 

The comuaad of this little force 
was olfered co Leontine, who declined 
it on account of his 2ge, “but recom- 
mended bis fon Bernardo who had 
been b ed toarms in Europe tothat 
duit Of Donoui. They tomediately 
awnvetcd ham with the command, 
wh. h be received with that kind of 
be aliry knoWu 16 a gieat 
suind.

Leontine by his tendernefs foon 
recovered her ; and whi'e. he and 
Pollio were hanging the hammocks 
to the branches of the trees, Leonada 
fell afleep on the grafs, and did not 
awake until Pollio had gotten ready 
arepatt which, al,hough ind:fferenr, 
affoded itrength to nature.

TA pene was there perhaps a 


greater tranfition from doleful 
anticipations to real joy than had 
been €xperienced by Pulclera; for 
nothing®could be more dittreffing to 
her than the idea of being forever 
feparated from ber Conftantius, to 
be forced by cruel parental authority 
from her home, her friends, and from 
every pleating profpect, into a foreign 
land, and there to be fhackled for 
life toa man to whom fhe had the

CARVER’s Travels in AMERICA, 
_ Witha Defcription of the Country, 

Lakes, Sc. 

(Continued from page 264.) 
OBSERVED that the main bo- 
dy of the Fox River came from 

the fouth-weft, that of the Outicon- 

fin from the north-eaft ; and alio 

that fome of the {mall branches of 

thefe two rivers, in defcending into 

them, doubled, within a few feet of 

each other, a little to the fouth of the 
, Carrying Place. 

That two fuch rivers fhovld take 
their rife fo near each other, and after 
running fuch different courfe:, « mpty 
themielves into the fea, at a difiance, 
fo amazing (for the former having 
pafled through*feveral great lakes, and 
tun upwards of two thoufand miles, 
falls into the gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and the other, after joining the Mif- 
fifippi, and having run an equal num- 
ber of miles, difembogues itfelf into 
the gulf of Mexico) is a_ inftance 
Karcely to be met in the extentive 

“fontinentof North-America. 

Thad an opportunity the year fol- 
owing, of making the fame obferva- 
fons on the affinity of various head 
branches of the waters of the St. 
Lawrence and the Miffifippi to each 
other; and now bring them as a 
proof, that the opinion ofthofe geo- 

phers, who affert, that rivers ta- 
ing their rife fo gear each other, 
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muft ipring from the fame fource, is 
erroneous. 

For I perceived a vifibly diftin& 
feparation in all of them, notwith- 
ftanding, in fome places, they ap- 
proached fo near, that I could have 
ftepped from one to the other. 

On the 8th of Oftober we got-our 
canoes into the Ouifconfin River, 
which at this place is more than one 
hundred yards wide ; and the next 
day arrived at the Great Town of 
the Saukies. 

This is the largeft and beft built In- 
dian town I ever faw. It contains 
about ninety houfes, each large 
enough for feveral families. 

Thefe are built of hewn plank, 
neatly jointed, and covered with bark 
{o compaétly as to keep out the moft 
penetrating rains. | 

Before the doors are placed coms 
fortable fheds, in which the inhabi- 
tants fit, when the weather will per- 
mit, and {moak their pipes. The 
ftreets are regular and {pacious ; fo 
that it appears more like a civilized 
townthan the abode of favages.— 
The land near the town is very 
good. 

In their plantations, which lie ad- 
jacent to their houfes, and which are 
neatly laid out, they raife great quan- 
ties of Indian corn, beans, melons, 
&c. fo that this place is efleemed the 
bett market for traders to furnifla 
themielves with provifions, of any 
within eight hundred miles of it. 

The Saukies can raife about three 
hundred warriors, who are generally 


employed every fummer in making: 


incurfions into the térritories of the 
Illinois and Pawnee nations, from. 
whence they return with a number 
of flaves. 

But thofe people frequently retali- 
ate, and, in their turn, deftroy many 
of the Saukies, which I judgeto be 
the reafon that they increafe no 
faiter. 

Whilf I flaid bere, Itook a view 
of fome mountains that lie about fif- 
teen miles to the fouthward, and 
abound in lead ore. 


I afcended on one of the higheé 
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inf thefe, andhad an exrenfive View 
of the country. 

For many miles nothing was to be 
feer, but lefler motintains, which ap- 
peared at a diffence The baycocks, 
they beirg tree frem trees, 

On!ya fiw proves of Rickery, and 
fiunted oaks, covered fome cf the va!- 
lies. So plentiful is lead here, that 
i faw great quantits ot it lying about 
the ftreets in the town belenging to 
the Savkies, avid ‘ir fetmed to be as 
good as the produce of other coun- 
tries. 

On the roth of C&cher we pro- 
ceeded coun the river, and the next 
day reached the firft town of the O1- 
tigatmies, 

This town contained about fifty 
houtes, but we found moft of them 
deieited, on account of an epidemical 
ditorder thathad lately raged among 

, and cariied of more than 
onéhalf of the inhabitants. ——— 
The greater part of thefe who tur- 
vived had :é@iired to the woods, to 
dvoid the contagion, 

On the isth we entered that exten- 
five river the Miffiffppi. The Onit- 
confin, from the Carrying Place to 
the part where it fails into the Mif- 
fiffippi, flows with a fmooih but a 
firong current ; the waver of itis ex- 
ceeding'y clear, and though it you 
may perceive a fine and fancy bot- 
tom, toleiahly fiee fiom rocks.—In 
it are a few iflands, the foil of which 
appeared to be good, though icme- 
what woody. 

The land near the river alfo feem- 
ed to be, in general, excellent ; but 
that at a diftance is very full of 
mountains, where it faid there are 
many lead mines. 

About five miles from the junétion 
ef the rivers, I obferved the ruins of 
a large town in a very pleafing fitua- 
tion. 

-Onenquiring of the neighbouring 
Indians why it was thus deferted, I 
was informed, that about thirty years, 
the Great Spirit had appeared on the 
top aof pyramid rocks, which lay 
ata little diftance from it, towardd 















































the weft, and warned them to quit 
their habitations; “for the land on 
which they were built belongéd to 
him, and he had occalicn for it. 

As a proof that he, who gave them 
thefe orders, was really the Great 
Spirit, He further told them, that the 
giafs fhould in.mediately {pring up 
on thofe very rocks from whence he 
now addiefled them, which they knew 
to be bare and barren. 

The Indians obeyed, and foon af. 
ter difeovered that this miraclousg al- 
teration had taken place, 

They fhewed me the fpot, but the 
growth of the grafs appeared to be 
no ways fupernatural, | 

lapprehend this to have been a 
flratagem ofthe French or Spaniards 
to aniwer fome felfifh view ; but. iff 
what manner they effeéted their pur- 
poles I k:.ow rot. 

This pedple, foon after their re: 
moval, built a town onthe bank of 
the Miffiffippi, near the mouth of the 
Ouwiconfin, at a place called by thé 
French La Prairies les Chiens, which 
f.gnifies the Dog Pla‘ns ; it isa large 
town, and contains about three hun- 
dred femilies ; the houfes are well 
binlt afrer the Indian manner, and 
pleaiantly fituated ona very rich foil, 
from which they raife every neceflary 
of life in great abundance, 

i faw here many bhorfes of a good 
fize and fliape. This town is the 
great mart where all the adjacent 
tiibes, and éven thofe who inhabit the 
remote branches of the Mifliffippi, 
annually afflemble about the latter 
end of May, bringing with them theit 

furs to difpofe of to the traders. 
But it is not always that they cone 
clude their fale here ; this is ete 
mined by a_ general council © 
the chiefs, who confult wherher, 
would be more conducive to their 
tereft, to fell their goods at this plects 
or carry them on to Louifianna, o% 
Michitlimackinac, According to the 
decifion of this council. they cithet 
proceed farther, or retuin to theif 
different homes, war

LL the Pretences that human 

Wit can inventto defend itfelf 
againft Keafon, were invented by the 
Marquis de Bedmar, and putin prac- 
tice by Don Pedro, and the Duke of 
Offuna. Yer they were forced to 
make every Day fome tteps towards a 
Peace, as averfe to it as they were ; 
the Council of Spa‘n did not dare to 
hazard any Thing, onthe Hopes of 
fo doubrful a fuccets, as was that of 
the con{piracy ; and France, which 
Wis for maintaining the Treaty, of 
Pa iSy obliged the Ly netians to Cone

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and the French Lieutenant, who was 
the principal manager of the enter- 
prize ; but as Renauit had always ap- 
peared to them under the character 
of an agent of Milan, and they did 
not Know what was become of him 
fince, this Affair fell only upon Don 
Pedro. 

Ereur Days after, the Serjeant 
Major who was to deliver up Maran, 
having for his own Profit fuppreffed 
fome vails which belonged to a Valet

Tre milerable ionorance and cre-

Mr. Harris was a young man of 
good family and fortune, in one of 
the diftant counties of England from 
London.

If you think the following account of a 
little phenomenon, worthy a place tn 
your Magazine, you will pleafe to in-

OMETIME laft fummer, I dif- 
ty covered a bunch of gra{fs in my 
garden, which had ele ped the hoe, 
commonly called twitch-grats, being 
ahout to hoe it up, I obter ved the ap- 
pearance of two ears of Indian corn 
formed on one ttalk of the grafs, 
which induced me to {pare it, to fee 
what ir would produce, but unluckily 
fometime atier, a young man deing at 
workin my garden, and having forgot 
to prohibit his hocing up this grafs, it 
fhared the fate of cominon weeds, but 
foon recollecting my favourite grafe, 
I found cut off near the root, the 
falk about one foot long, and jointed, 
with leaves fufficient to affer:ain the 
fpecies of grais ; on examination, the 
ears appea‘ed perfect Indian corn ir 
miniature, they were about two inches 
leng, covered with hufks, and what 
is called tilk gratis at the upper ends 
of the ears, the flalk about the thze of 
alarge knitting-needle ; on opening 
the largett ears, I found five corns of 
the common fize feattering rowid the 
cod, the rows wee formec,and the in. 
termediate {paces filled with imal! kir- 
nels, blaited in embryo ; in opening the 
other ear, © found the corn all tmall, 
about the lize ofthe head of a common 
pin, inregular rows, exaét!y  fimilar 
toour common corn, as were allo 
the cobs, huiks, &c. 

I would obfe.ve that the grafs that 
produced this corn, grew about ten 
feet fiom a little patch of Indian corn, 
containing forty hills,and would leave 
itto the learned, whether the effluvia 
ofthe blooms or fpindles of the corn 
alightiug on the bloom of the grats, 
might not produce what is above re- 
lated, 

This ftalk of grafs with the ears of 
corn adhering to itas they grew, and 
the leaves on it, I depofited two or 
three days in a barber’s fhop in this 
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ous, I afterwards lent it toa gentle- 
man, who laid it in his clotet as a place 
of fecurity, but unfortunately thote 
domettick plunderers the mice, def- 
troyed it en ively, J. Cc.

ous Manner, After Our coun. 
trymen of New-England had 
obtained the concurrence of the 
miniftry, or rather part of the 
miniltry, here, they bravely put 
In execution the fcheme, which 
they had before wifely concerted:

ftreets, and corrupt the morals 
of our youth.--It is well known, 
thatto the influence of thefe 
women may juftly be attributed 
not only the private ruin, but 
the untimely deaths of many 
individu: ls, who acquired the 
habits of diffipation from aflo- 
ciating with thole of the fex 
who having been deluded by 
one, make reprifals on all Ie 
is impoflible to walk the flreets 
without being driven into reflec- 
tions on this fubjeét: anc though 
the public at large fuffu: preat 
evils from the town beirg thus 
infeed, 1 am much more in- 
clined to pity than to cenfure 
the objeéts who excite the in- 
dignation of fome, and the ab- 
horrence ofothers. Dr. Parr’s 
ideas on this occafion fo exaétly 
meet my own,. and are {o ele- 
gantly exprefled, thar I cannot 
do better than tranfcribe a pat- 
lage from his late excellent 
difcourfe on Education.

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fhould recolleét, that they who 
are now tainted by the laft dregs 
of poilution were once fpotleis : 
that goaded by perpetual indi- 
gnities from the vileft and the 
loweft herd, they have gradual- 
ly become callous to al] fhame : 
that, being abandoned by others, 
they at left defpaired of them- 
felves ; and that unaccuficmed 
to meet with favour which 
might foften, or with counfel 
which mightreclaim them, they 
loft the power of valuing, with 
the expectation of :eceiving, éi-

Thefe, Mr. Editor, are fenti- 
ments at once juft and liberal, 
and wel] delerve the attention of 
the leg:flature, if the legiflature 
mean to adopt any plan for the 
betier regulation of the pol ce.

Yes; there 
is one friecd, who is ever 
more ready to hear than we to 
pray,” to give than we to 
afk, who always inclines his ear 
to the cries of the ditt fled, 
whenever they call upon him 3 
who willabundantly recompenie 
you beyond all you can do or 
fuiter ; for he is vour God, vour 
king; your father, and your 
friend. Piayers to him give eale 


to the afflicted, to men in tor- 
mene ; and feeim to have taken 
away all fenfe of pain from the 
firft martyrs for the Chriftian 
faith.

Account of the nervous fyflem, 
HAT part of the human body, 
called the nervous fyftem, con- 

fiits, firft, of alarge pulpy mafs call- 
ed the brain, which fills the cavity of 
the ikull, and in aman is larger, in 
propoition tothe body ; than in any 
other animal. 

The brain itfelfappeare fucha grofs, 
inert mats of matter, that, perhaps, 
there :s no organ of the human body 
that we fhould have lefs futpeéted of 
being conneéted with thought. But, 
although we can form no idea how 
this couneétion fubfifts, or by what 
means the nerves are the organs of 
fenfation and motion, yet we cannot 
have any doult of their being both. 
The circumttances which lead us to 
this opinion, and confirm us in it, are 
cu tous in themielve, ; and the know- 
ledge of them is ufeful in the prac- 
ice of medicine, are led to 
conclude that the brain is the feat of 
thought. 

Firtt, from a feeling, we all have, 
that imagination, memory, judgment, 
aud all the faculties of the mind, are 
exercifed within the head, the cavity 
ot which is completely filled with 
brain. 

Secondly, becaufe a long exertion 
ofthought is apt to create a head-ach, 
as an exceffive exertion of the aims or 
legs is, to produce uneaiineis in thofe 
members, 

Thirdly, becaufe the nerves, which 
ferve four of our five fentes,—the 
imell, the taite, the fight, and the 
hearing—take thei orgn direétly 
from the brain ; and thofe which do 
not, akeit indirectly, by the interven. 
Lion uf the {pinal marrow, 


We 
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Fourthly, becaufe whatever deftroys 
the nerves belonging to any Oi gan 
effectually deprives us ofthe ufe of 
that organ, An chftrution jn the 
optic neive, for exemple, produces 
complete blindnefs, although the yi. 
{ible parts of theey¢s temain pericély 
found. | 

Finding that, when the nerve going 
from the brain or ipmal marrow ty 
any part of the body, are Ceftroy ed, 
the tenfaiion and powers of that par 
are allo defiroyed ; we might nary. 
ally infer, that, when the fubftance cf 
the b:ain itielf is injured, its funétion 
would be impaired. And this, in faé, 
is the cafe; tor the funétions of the 
biain are impaired in proportion te 
the injury. 

A wound, or difeafe, which effenti. 
ally deftroys the organization of the 
brain, immediately deftroys thought 
and ienfation ; the perion inflantly 
dies. Whatever confines or, injures 
the brain, detlroys thought. 

A blow onthe head has rendered 
aman of great acutenefs flupid during 
the remainder of his life. 

A bad conformation of the tkull, 
or fome difeafe in the {ubftance of the 
brain, are among the cautes of idio 
tiim. The brains of madmen are 
generally found of an unnatural hard. 
nefs or weight. BM 

A {mall prefiure of the brain ¢im 
niflies, a ftronger deftroys, the feni 
bility of the whole body. 

There was, ome years fince, a beg: 
gar at Paris, part of whofe fkull had 
been removed, without injuring the 
brain, in confequence of a wound, 
This being healed, he wore a plat 
upon the part where the fkull wa 
wanting 1Q@ prevent the brain fiom 
being hurt by every accidents 
touch, 

Fora {mall piece of money this poo! 
creature took off the plate, and allowed 
the brain to be gently prefled, by 
laying a handkerchief or tome fuch 
foft fubftance upon it : this imme 
ately occafioned dimnets of fight ° 
drowfinefs : the preflure being fom 
what augmented; he became quit 
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‘afeafible, with high breathing, and 
every fympton of a perfon in an apo- 
iexy ; from which ftate he never 
failed foon to recover, upon the pref- 
ye being removed. As this expert- 
ment was attended with no pain, it 
was often repeated, always with the 


{ame effect.

‘The ground was 
marked out, and a portable dwelling- 
houfe for the Commodore, and an 
hofpital,-. both of which had beeu 
previou‘ly conttructed, with marquees 
for the officers, and tents tor the ar- 
tificers, were immediately fixed, 

Mr. Phillips, on the 
the convicts, afumed his office of 
Governor, and the Royalcommiutlon, 
giving him fuch authority, was read. 
An abitract of the code of laws in- 
tended for the’ government was alto 
read, bywhich the fettlers were in- 
formed that four courts would be 
held as occafion required, namely, a 
Civil Court, a Criminal Court, oa 
Militarv Court, and aa Admiraity 
Court.

Captain Cook bas fpoken of ths

The men have bufhy beards ; the 
bair on their heads fuzzy, and orna- 
mented with fifth teeth and bits of 
fhells ; the more diftinguifhed were a 
bone faftened to the cartilage of the 
nofe. A great number of the women 
were obferved to have two joints cut 
from the little finger, probably a mark 
of difyrace, ‘They appear to have 
few ideas of order; and their religi- 
gious or fuperftitious notions, if they 
have any, have not yet been afcer- 
tained, They regard, however, a 
black bird, of the raven kind, with 
great veneration ; an officer pointing 
hie fuzee at one of thefe birds, a 
native threw himfelf in the way of the 
piece, though he was aware it would 
have killed him had it been fired, — 
‘They have huts of boughs, covered 
with rufhes. Their canoes are of bark, 
‘Their weapons contitt of along ipear 
of hard wood, a fhield made of bark, 
difficult to be penetrated, and a lance 
with which they kill fifh,.—Their 
principal food is fifh, which, as well 
as flefh, they eat fcarcely warmed 
through, though they always fit round 
a fire at their meals.

fafety, the people took to the boat, 
which was but about twelve feet in 
length; having firft caf into it a 
{mall bag of bread, a couple of buck- 
ets, twooars, two paddies, and two 
little calks, in one of which were a 
few quarts of water, and in the other 
a {mall quantity of fpirits They 
faw the veflel founder in g minutes 
after her being flruck. by the whale, 
and in 4 after they had left her. 

With the utmoft care they had 
endeavoured to manage the boat ; on 
which, under providence, they placed 
all their dependence for the preferva- 
tion of their lives. In this fituation 
they continued for two hours, the 
wind blowing very freth from S. S. 
W. and the gloom of night beginning 
to fpread over them, when they fhip- 
ped a fea, which filled the boat, and 
cut off the little hope of life they had 
hitherto indulged. Capt. Selim an

About noon, 
they ditcovered a fail in Frenchman’s 
bay. which proved to be a veflel be- 
longing to Newyork, loading with 
lumber, and had then come out to 
catch forme fifh : On board this veftel 
they were cordially received, and 
fupplied with what was neceflary for 
their prefent refichhment. After a 
few days, they took paflage in a boat 
bound to Bofion ; but having imall 
fupplies, they touched firlt at Mount 
Detfert, and then at the mouth of 
Penobfcot river, where, to thei: great 
joy, they found Capt. Knatt Mair 
in. a floop from Marbichea? with 
Mr. Lane; 4 gentlen 41 Sadia Soa.

The tecond 
viz hit after their difafter, he appeared 
to be wholly intenfible ; his limbs 
were ftiff, and ne was concluded by 
all to be dead. Captain Selman fupe 
poling it mipht contribute to their 
jafety to lighten the boat, thought it 
bet tothrow the lad overboard, and 
took him up for that purpefe ; but 
feeling a reluctance, he relinquiflied 
the attempt, and finatly concluded to 
let him remain in the boat. After- 
wards, the Capt. fell to rubbing the 
lad,he foon thought he difcovered life 
in him, and continued the operation ; 
The lad quickly recovered his fenics, 
and the ufe of his limbs, and in a 
fhort time was as well asthe rett. 
Thus thefe perfons, after being 
threatened with death in various 
forms—by diowning—with hunger=e 
and by fatigue-—were, by the kind 
interpofition of Providence, wpheld 
in life, and refiored to their families
